EDITORIAL COMMENT 


MAGAZINE SUBSCRIPTIONS 
FOR LIBRARIES 


At the end of another year of subscription 
work for libraries a few notes may not be 
amiss, for magazines are an important part 
of reference work in every library, and 
proper service to insure the prompt receipt 
of every number is imperative. Let us 
analyze this problem, assuming that every 
library must have a consecutive file avail- 
able of all its serials, and must receive them 
on time. 

We know also that any service worthy of 
the name must secure to its clients title 
pages and indexes, needed for binding, and, 
alas, so often only furnished on request. 
Library service in periodicals must have 
behind it an intimate knowledge of maga- 
zines, and must be prepared to replace lost 
or worn out numbers. This means that 
the successful agent must have an increas- 
ingly large stock of back numbers available. 





The Faxon Company, after twenty years 
active work in collecting sets and back 
numbers, established a subscription agency 
for libraries ten years ago in order to give 
that service which we have outlined above. 
Our success has been notable and we now 
serve nearly a thousand libraries and clubs, 
having gradually increased our business as 
we could train an adequate staff to handle 
it properly and refusing each year orders 
we thought beyond our capacity. So with 
one library customer in July, 1918, with 
Mr. Faxon doing all the work, our subscrip- 
tion department has grown to its present 
size, still under the close supervision of its 
originator. 


But good service in this department of a 
library needs some help from the librarian, 
and unfortunately is subject to the kind of 
organization each magazine publisher has 
in his circulation room. There is usually 
no reason why library lists should begin with 
January.

So the 
one great help we can get from a librarian 
is permission so to change his magazine 
expirations, that they will fall due between 
March Ist.and October 31st. 


The publishers now do between eighty and 
ninety percent of their renewal work on 
December expirations. Result—delay in 
booking, mistakes by incompetent extra help, 
loss of January issues, which are always the 
first to go out-of-print and the hardest to 
replace. 


Make your magazines expire in March, or 
June, or September, and we guarantee you 
practically no trouble. 


The second help that a library can give 
its agent is to notify him promptly not only 
of missing numbers, but of duplicated 
numbers for they are a sure sign of trouble 
to come. 


The third help we may suggest to our 
library friends is that they send us all 
renewal notices which show an expiration 
different from the expected date. With these 
notices we can get a definite line on the 
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publishers’ records and make proper cor- 
rection. Lastly, and perhaps most impor- 
tant of all, let us handle your subscriptions 
on a “till-forbid” basis and not have to go 
through the task of bidding once a year. 

We believe service should be considered 
first rather than price. We handle so many 
subscriptions that we get special wholesale 
rates and only charge a small commission 
to cover overhead and a modest income on 
our investment. An ignorant agent can, in 
saving a library a few dollars, cause a real 
money loss of many times the saving. There 
are many reasons why we can give better 
service if we know that we are to “carry on” 
for more than a year. We can at times 
make a library a saving by renewing a 
subscription before a price raise goes into 
effect. We can pay two years instead of one 
and save considerable for our regular 
customers on some magazines. 


In the case of irregular periodicals, those 
slow in issue, those paid by the volume, those 
in special combinations, continuity of service 
is almost imperative. So here is our last 
suggestion to libraries which must take bids: 
Segregate from your popular magazines, 
these irregular ones, also your annuals, 
memberships, Transactions and Proceed- 
ings, and let us handle ‘until forbidden.” 
Take estimates on the popular periodicals, 
the only ones in fact where there is possi- 
bility of much variation in quotations. 
Bid the easy; place your permanent order for 
the hard. This will better your service. 
Your English, French, German, and other 
foreign subscriptions should also be given 
continuously to one agent or many difficulties 
will arise. The Faxon Company foreign 
service will please you. 


OUR FRONTISPIECE 


REUBEN GOLD THWAITES 
1853-1913 


Reuben Gold Thwaites was president of 
the American Library Association for the 
year 1899-1900, and presided at the Mon- 
treal meeting. Joining in 1889, two years 
after he had taken full charge of the activ- 
ities of the State Historical Society of 
Wisconsin, he was a loyal and active member 
to the date of his death on October 22, 1913. 
A regular attendant at the annual meetings 
of the Association, he was known and liked 
by both young and old. 
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Born of English parents May 15, 1853, 
in Dorchester, Massachusetts, at the age of 
thirteen he moved with his family to 
Oshkosh, Wisconsin, in 1866. For the 
succeeding six years he worked on a farm, 
taught school, and perfected himself in 
studies usually pursued in the colleges of 
that period. As a representative of the 
Oshkosh Times he reported the Democratic 
National Convention held in Baltimore in 
1872, and during the years 1874 and 1875 
we find him taking graduate courses at 
Yale University, supporting himself in 
part by newspaper correspondence. By 
1876 he was back in Wisconsin as managing 
editor of the Madison Wisconsin State 
Journal, a position he held until called by 
Dr. Lyman C. Draper, then secretary of 
the State Historical Society of Wisconsin, 
to become his successor. Under cover of a 
quiet and unassuming manner Dr. Draper 
was a keen judge of men, and in the young 
editor he saw an ideal man to carry on the 
work of his beloved Society. Many ele- 
ments go to the making of a successful 
newspaper man, not the least of these being 
the ability to make friends of all and sundry. 
Granting this, and realizing the great possi- 
bilities in Thwaites for historical work, and 
managing affairs in a general and generous 
way, Draper was sure that he had selected 
the right man to take up the work he wished 
to lay down. After two years as assistant, 
it was in 1887 that Dr. Thwaites assumed 
full charge of the work of the Society, to 
the complete satisfaction of Draper who 
lived until 1891. 


To recount the activities of a man whose 
interests ranged from canoeing on the 
Wisconsin and Ohio rivers and bicycling in 
rural England to the able and scholarly 
editorship of the seventy-one-volume edition 
of the Jesuit Relations, would be both 
impossible and tedious. Suffice it to say 
that he was the author of some fifteen 
books, and edited and published some 
hundred and sixty-eight additional volumes. 
Surely this would be the work of a long life- 
time for any one person! Yet he found time 
for work of such high character that the 
Cayuga County (N. Y.) Historical Society 
awarded him the Corn Planter medal for 
distinguished research concerning the Iro- 
quois Indians; was high in the councils of 
the American Historical Association, and 
other learned societies both East and West. 
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Add to this mental activity the fact that 
he was never for a moment too busy to care 
for the interests of the Historical Society, 
that he traveled about the state inter- 
viewing pioneers, visiting the various Indian 
tribes, collecting manuscripts, giving ad- 
dresses, forming local historical societies; 
that at the end of many campaigns in the 
legislature he was successful in securing 
money for the erection of the beautiful 
Historical Library Building at Madison, 
which stands today a great monument to a 
great man, and not alone the building, but 
the wonderful library famed for its

MAGAZINE NOTES 
Fleet's Review is a little pocket-size (714 x 5 inches) 


monthly, whose sub-title is “The Best from the 
Better Magazine.”’ Here is a new sort of periodical. 
It selects about twenty-five articles from leading 
periodicals on both sides of the Atlantic, and prints 
these articles condensed to about one-half their 
original length. Thus one more way is open to 
busy folk of keeping abreast the times by means of 
an expert selection of the best or most interesting 
magazine articles in tabloid form. In the first three 
issues, covering about 75 articles, about sixty 
different periodicals are represented. English, Ger- 
man, French, and Mexican periodicals are repre- 
sented, though the majority of articles are from 
American magazines. 25c. monthly, $3.00 a year. 
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Grade Teacher, The, is the new and simplified name, 
from March, 1929, of our old friend “Primary 
Education — Popular Educator.’ We send our con- 
gratulations to that happily married couple, but we 
would have sent some flowers too had the change 
been made with September when a new volume starts. 

Heat Treating and Forging prints the index of vol. 14 
in January, 1 (vol. 15, no. 1) and on one page of 
the index is some of the text of vol. 15. Thus we 
have a case of “life imprisonment’’ of an innocent 
index, depriving its family of its companionship and 
usefulness. The offence should make the publishers 
liable — to get many protests. 

Journal of Adult Education (American) is published 
by the American Association for Adult Education. 
It is frankly an experiment and no subscriptions will 
at present be accepted beyond no. 3. Thus volume 
one is to consist of three issues, February, April, and 
June, 1929. These three issues, together with 
“Digest of Proceedings of the Third Annual Meeting 
of the American Association for Adult Education, 
May 14-16, 1928,” already published, will constitute 
the publications for the year 1928-29. Among the 
editors we note with pleasure the names of Linda A. 
Eastman and Charles F. D. Belden. $3.00 is the 
price of volume 1,-including the Proceedings of Third 
Annual Meeting. Oh why didn’t they name it 
Adult Education or American Journal of Adult Educa- 
tion to distinguish it from the London one. 

Journal of Modern History is the latest addition to 
the group of periodicals published by the University 
of Chicago Press. Vol. 1, no. 1, is March, 1929. 
This quarterly has been established to cover the 
history of Europe from the Renaissance to the close 
of the World War. There are reviews of books and 
a full bibliography at end of number. $4.00 a year. 

New Hampshire with emphasis on the New is an 
old friend with a new name. The Granite Monthly 
that we have known and enjoyed since 1877 has 
become New Hampshire with vol. 61, no. 1, Jan., 
1929. So some of our western cousins will no longer 
have to wonder which is the Granite State, nor yet 
confuse its magazine with Through the Ages and other 
periodicals devoted to stone quarrying and grave 
stones. 

Practical Home Economics. If all magazines which 
desired to get rid of their old names had to take up 
residence in Reno, that city would have long ago 
become the centre of periodical publication. It was 
not very long ago that Home Economist was a new 
name of Journal of Home Economics combined with 
American Food Journal. But the name was so often 
confused with the “economist group’ of textile 
publications, a change was necessary and Home 
Economist is now, with the beginning of 1929, re- 
christened Practical Home Economics. 

Queens Quarterly, published at Queens University 
in Toronto, has become one of the outstanding his- 
torical quarterlies of North America. Its contents 
are of course largely regarding Canadian history, so it 
has thus a field well separated from the United States 
historical periodicals. To make its volume coincident 
with the calendar year, vol. 35 has an extra number 
(no. 5, autumn, 1928), and beginning with this extra 
number a new bright blue cover paper is used, so 
numbers resemble very closely the issues of Yale 
Review. 

Review of Reviews, with its January, 1929, issue, 
appeared in the new “‘flat’’ or quarto size. Thus one 
by one all our old favorites are changing. We wonder 
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if it is because they are ashamed longer to be in the 
company of all those wood-pulp-octavo-fiction- 
magazines that seem to be crowding out all the others 
on our newsstands today. Even Bernarr McFadden 
has adopted the larger size for all his “true story” 
magazines, evidently hoping they will not be “‘stood 
up”’ in the same racks with the other thrillers. 

Social Science Abstracts (vol. 1, no. 1, March, 1929) 
is a new and valuable periodical in this all-important 
field. Abstracts of articles from the periodicals of 
the world is a huge task; already 2,600 journals are 
listed, of which over 1,000 are systematically exam- 
ined by members of the staff of editors. Twenty- 
three languages are included on this list. Twelve 
numbers a year, with an annual index, is editors’ plan. 
Number 1 has 781 abstracts, with an author index. 
The abstracts are classified, and each is signed. $6.00 
a year. 

Style Sources is the new name (beginning February, 
1929) of Women's Wear Magazine. It seems as if the 
publishers, noting that the ladies are wearing less and 
less, had chosen a name that might permanently 
describe their periodical. 

Television. Just as soon as a new phase of any 
science or industry is discovered, it has its journals. 
Here is Television, a monthly magazine with a “‘Dealers 
pre-release issue,’ dated June, 1928, followed by vol. 
1, no. 2 (called vol. 1, no. 1, on cover), November, 1928, 
and then January-February, 1929, vol. 1, no. 3 
Yet the publishers call it a monthly magazine. 
Television is also the name of a London magazine 
in this new field; vol. 1, no. 1, being March, 1928. 

World’s Work, vol. 57, that poor little November- 
December, 1928-two-number-volume, is soon to have 
a little index and title-page all to itself. 

Yale Review. Beware of imitations. The Yale 
Review of Books has made its appearance (lst issue 
Autumn, 1928, vol. 18, no. 1). It is nothing more 
than a reprint of that part of Yale Review especially 
relating to contemporary literature, including “New 
Books in Review,’’ and in addition to material from 
Yale Review there is a special department “The 
Publishers Calendar,” giving, in one line to each, 
the new books announced by various publishers, 
title, author, publisher, and price. Yale Review of 
Books has no subscription price, it’s free to book- 
sellers, advertisers, and their clients. But it looks 
so much like Yale Review, that we are sure numbers 
will often be substituted in making up second-hand 
files, unless you watch out. 


NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


ANDREWS, SARI, franslator. Olle’s ski trip, by 
Elsa Beskow. 

ANDREWS, SARI, translator. Karl’s journey to 
the moon, by Maja Lindberg. 

Two charming little juveniles translated from the 
Swedish; stories of two six-year-olds and their 
adventures. Olle puts on his new skis and goes out 
in the snow for which he has long been waiting.
